DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed 5/27/201 0. Claims 1 , 4- 
22, 26-36, 38 and 44-53 are now pending. 

Examiner's Amendment

present claims are allowable over the closest reference: Ahlstrand (US

Ahlstrand discloses a polymer composition comprising an ethylene homopolymer 
or an ethylene alpha-olefin copolymer, wherein the polymer is a bimodal polymer 
produced in a multistage process comprising i) 30-70 wt. % of a low molecular weight 
ethylene polymer and ii) 70-30 wt. % of a high molecular weight ethylene polymer or 
copolymer and a nucleating agent, wherein the low molecular weight polymer has a 
weight average molecular weight of about 5,000 - 50,000 g/mol and the weight average 
molecular weight of about 5,000 - 10,000 g/mol reads on a wax, and the bimodal 
polymer has a density of 930-965 kg/m 3 , and the composition may contain talc (claims 
1,5,7, [0019], [0029]). 

Thus, Ahlstrand does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed multimodal polymer 
composition comprising at least one polymer (A) having a weight average molecular 
weight (Mw) of less than 60000 g/mol; at least one polyolefin (B) having a higher weight 
average molecular weight (Mw) than the polymer (A); and a filler (C), wherein the 
polymer composition without the filler has a density of 940 kg/m 3 or lower; and wherein 
the at least one polymer (A) is a wax having a weight average molecular weight (Mw) of 
less than 10000 g/mol, and wherein the polymer composition further comprises a 
polyolefin (1) as a second polymer (A), wherein the polyolefin (1 ) is a linear low density 
polyethylene (LLDPE). 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
